Mr. STSINIG then explained that the ICFC had again applied for 
status with the United Nations to be placed on a consultant basis and that 
the application was presently under consideration. He inquired whether the 
ICPC was to be considered as a non-governmental organization. He was ad- 
vised that the ICPC represented member police organizations from different 
countries throughout the world and that while the FBI itself is a governmental 
agency, in this instance it is merely a member of the ICPC and acts as liaison 
with the various police departments throughout this country in that respect. 
Mr. STSINIG advised that the application of the ICPC would be acted on, 
probably by the end of February* Ke stated, however, that tne pending status 
of this application by no means barred cooperative relations between the 
United Nations and the ICPC until that time; that this was agreed during the 
conference at Paris at which were present numerous organizations, some of 
which had status as non-governmental organizations and others of which were 
still under consideration. 

Mr. DELERNSUX advised that in the early part of February, the 
Department of Social Affairs contemplates holding a conference at Lake Success 
to further consider what concrete steps can be taken in the furtherance of 
the program as devised at the conference in Paris in October. He advised 
that some of the items which might be considered at that time are illicit 
trafficking in drugs, counterfeiting, juvenile delinquency and what steps 
could be tcken to further the crime prevention program on a world wide basis. 
In this respect, he mentioned that it might be desirable to devise a scheme 
whereby statistics on crime occurring throughout the world would be compiled 
on a standard basis rather than the present different scales on which the 
various countries interpret and record criminal activity, ''r. D3LIFT.NEUX 
advised that it is contemplated that at this conference members of various 
international agencies would be invited to sit. In other words, this con- 
ference will be a continuance of the conference held in Paris in October, 1948 
and tee representatives of the various international organizations are to be 
in a position not only to discuss the activities of their individual organi- 
zations, but also to comit tneir organizations to a line of action. From 
the conversation with »r. DELIERNEOX, it became apparent that the represen- 
tative of the ICPC at this conference will be required to actively participate 
in the conference and, as a result of the conference, undoubtedly assignments 
will be made to the various organizations to make studies and render reports 
and resultant recommendations as a result of the studies made in their par- 
ticular countries, hr. CrLlS-CCCrX expressed the opinion that the ICPC repre- 
sentative would be able to develop such inquiries and render such reports in 
the United States.

It is the impression of Agents Belmont and Povrell that 'r. 

DZLEHNSuX and Mr. STSINIG would not hesitate to make use of this liaison 
to request assistance in various surveys in which they nay be interested, 
entree to police departments and various police records, and ’will undoubtedly 
seek assistance in carrying out their studies insofar as the United itates 
is concerned. Therefore, it is believed that a clear understanding should ‘ 
be had as to the extent to which this liaison is to be carried, ‘.’nless 
advised to the contrary, the matter will be left as it new stands, that is, 
Agent Eeimont will act as a channel of transmission for information between 
the ICPC and the United Nations Department of Social Affairs. ,-,n y requests 
of another nature Trill be considered individually, depending on the request 
itself, and the advice of the Bureau will be sought in each instance as to 
the action to be taken. Meanwhile, no commitments whatsoever have been made 
with the exception that Agent Belmont will act as liaison for the transmission 
of information between the two organizations. 

It is not believed that Agent Eeimont should act as representative 
of the ICPG at the contemplated conference in view of the fact that ‘hr. 
D3LIE?*raux specifically stated that the representatives at this conference 
should be in a position to participate fully in the conference and to commit 
their individual organizations to a line of action. The Bureau may wish to 
take this up with the IC?C in advance to determine whether a member of that 
organization will be available.

Unfortunately, the agreement which was to be concluded between the Authorities entrusted with 
task of organizing this Conference arid the U.M.O,' dould hot -be reached within the required time, e 
the Executive Commitee of the I.C.P.C. deemed it advisable to postpone the Conference of the Natioi 
Central Offices- for the suppression' of the counterfeiting of currency to a later date, instead of c 
venlng such a large 'meeting on such an important question, without havingmade sufficient preparat: 
for Its success. ■ 

This'being so, I beg to inform you that the Conference which wasvto’be held • from 9th to lithe 
-.ne 1949 , in The HAGUE in connection with the counterfeiting of currency will, in principle, hold i 
-meetings in the course of the year 1950, at a date which will be communicated to y ou later on; 

I should, however, be grateful to you If you would be good enough to' continue to send me to t 
Office the documents which I asked for in my' preceding letter and which are most indispensable to

"He requests all specimens of notes and coins, forged 
and genuine, both in circulation and withdrawn from circulation, which haye^ 
not previously been forwarded; all documents, curiosities and inforuat‘l6r^ J ^yl{ r 
concerning the manufacture of genuine notes and coin3 (paper, watermarks, * * \ 
printing processes, designs, sketches, matrixes, etc.}; all tools, instruments 
and material of forgeries; a copy of the Penal Code and Criminal Code of 
Instruction" as well as the laws and regulations concerning notes and coins* 
Whatever must be returned after the conference will be returned. r _.

1. That the Bureau’s Liaison Section should contact the U. Si

that anything they desire to submit permanently or temporarily they may submit 
and ship,. at their own expense. 

<— 2. That no mention should be made of any personal representation 
and if the Secret Service desires, on its own initiative, to have its Baris 
representative or any other employee attend, the Eureau will interpose no 
objection, but, at the same time, will not urge such action.

For sevoral yeai’3 the International Criminal Police Commission lias 
submitted wanted notices, both ■with and without fingerprints, similar in purpose 
to the Bureau’s Identification Orders. ‘At the present time approximately twenty 
or thirty such notices are bein'* received monthly. In the past these notices when 
received at the Foreign Li id. 3 on Desk from the ICPC were routed to the Identification 
Division for whatever action was deemed desirable* 

Under recent instructions this system has now been changed so that these II 
notices are referred to the Foreign Liaison Desk for information as to whether or |’ 
not the circulars should be placed in the Identification Division files* 


FACTS ; 

I. Printed ".'/anted Circulai’3 


It is noted that standard Bureau policy regarding wanted circulars 
! [received from local police and foreign agencies is to disregard such circulars 
: land place wanted notices in the Identification Division files only on the basis 
>1 . of specific requests. This procedure has been found advisable in view of the 
1 ' fact* that cancellations of such printed wanted notices are not always transmitted 
to the Bureau and, as a result, if those notices were to be placed on file, the 
Identification Division records would contain a great many obsolete wanted 
notations. It is believed that the same conditions pertain to the wanted 
circulars received from the ICPC and, therefore, those circulars should be 
handled on the same basis as otter foreign circulars* 


II. Specific Re quests fo r Information and for the Placement of Wanted Notices 

Ifany of the requests received from the ICPC for information or 
specifically requesting the placement of wanted notices are received by letter 
or by cablegram* In the event those requests refer only to information from the 
Identification Division, such requests are presently handled by that division 
without reference to the Foreign Liaison Desk. In the event the request is for 
••any information'’ regarding the subject in question, the request is routed to 
the Foreign Liaison Desk by the Identification Division after a search of the 
Identification records in order that a complete check can be made of the Bureau’s 
records before answering the communication* It is believed that this system is 
satisfactory*

III. Want e d Notices Traced for ICPC 

In those instances in which notations are made in the Identification 
Division fHea in favor of the ICPC at that organization's specific request • 
for information regarding the wanted subject, it is 1: lieved the "location 
notice" should be posted instead of a "wanted notice." This system Trill permit 
the automatic cancellations of the notice when information is received regarding 
the subject's whereabouts. It would also avoid the necessity for cablegraphic 
communication with the ICPC in the event the subject is found, a system which 
would be autmatically followed in the event a "wanted notice" was placed.

Reference is made to the memorandum from 7/. HIT. Bromfell to Ur. 
Tracy, dated March 16, regarding the above captioned matter. In which 

the question i3 raised regarding the desirability taking into consideration 
the possibilities of extradition when placing wanted notices for the ICPC. 


FACTS t 


The standard procedure followed in cases involving extradition is 
for the Investigative Division to open a fugitive case on the subject after 
receipt of a request through diplomatic channels for extradition. Otherwise, 
there is no assurance that the foreign government will actually request 
extradition. It would not appear feasible, therefore, for the Bureau, as 
suggested in referenced memorandum, to open an investigation on an extraditable 
fugitive, either when the wanted notice is received with no evidence that the 
subject has returned to this country, or after the Identification records show 
that he has been arrested by the domestic police, but before the receipt of 
notification that extradition has been requested through official channels. 

It will be further noted the only means of determining whether or not 
the wanted notice refers to an extraditable case would be to refer the wanted 
circulars received from the ICPC to the Criminal Division of the Department for 
rulings as to whether each individual case was covered by an extradition treaty* 
This would place an unwarranted burden on the Criminal Division and each case 
would be hypothetical in that the Bureau would have to request advice as to 
whether or not the subject could be extradited if he should return to this 
country. 


It is recommended that no action be taken on the basis of the 
referenced memorandum.

The criminal, after perpetrating his attacks on society, 
hopes to evade arrest. The search by law enforcement to bring 
the evildoer to the bar of justice is unrelenting and unceasing.

Wo criminal 
can hope to evade arrest. 

Shortly before Christmas, 1935, three men armed with 
sub -machine guns and pistols robbed a bank in a middle western 
state. In a gun battle which followed, local authorities shot 
and hilled one of the trio . Witnesses identified the other 
two men who successfully made their getaway • 

In the autumn of 1947, almost twelve years after the 

robbery, FBI Agents apprehended one of the robbers on the Vest 

Coast. The fugitive admitted his identity and his participation 
in the banb robbery. Be needed the money , he said , to Qover 
speculations in the stock market. He was using an alias and 
was part owner of a machine shop business valued at $1Q,00Q. 

A few days luter^the other robber^ also using an alias,

Both men wore returned to the locale of their original 


crUie. They pleaded guilty and were sentenced to. tom 9 in a 
federal penitentiary. 

The searoh had lasted over a decade, and had extended 
across the Atlantic Ocean to Europe, In the meantime, a gigantic 
u?orld ti’ar had erupted and tremendous changes had occurred through- 
out the nation. r^t law enforcement , despite the press of other 
duties, had continued tt3 methodical pursuit. And today, the

The increased complexity of modem life § during the 
last generation, has given lav enforcement agencies new and 
varied responsibilities . The peace officer of today must be 
a nan of many shills , each shtll devoted to the service of his 
fellow nan. 

Each day brings new tasks, This morning the law 
enforcement officer may be called upon to Investigate a murder 
in a downtown rooming house * This afternoon ?*e may be interviewing 
a bank robbery witness, and In the evening be searching for a badly 
wanted fugitive. Bis call to duty sends Kim, frequently at 
a moment's notice, to the performance of duties which require 
the exercise, not only of the talents of Ms professional 
shill, but of tact, resourcefulness and ingenuity. The 
peace o//lcer, in handling the myrtad of responsibilities 
entrusted to him, must indeed be a man of stout heart, earnest 
deootion and superb skill. 

The FBI is able in many way s to render assistance to 
the local law enforcement officer, Jn fact , the FBI ts a 


veritable storehouse, bulging with ir»/oraatton, facilities and 
technical fcnow-how, all ready to carve the cause of better Jay 
ami order. The criminal, in his nefarious depredations agatnst 
society, can be constrained only by the closes* cooperation on 
the part of all law enforcement agencies. We have a cownon goal 
unified by a single purpose . A success achieved by law enforce- 
ment anywhere la a victory for all. A defeat, a m is take, 
by one, reflects upon the entire profession . We must pool 
oar information and work together. 

The FBI Laboratory represents one of the most important 
toole in the FBI storehouse. The Laboratory, equipped with the 
latest scientific and technical instruments and staffed with 
shilled and highly trained technicians, each day is performlnj 
virtual miracles of accomplishment in scientific o rime detection 
The enigma of yesterday, by the application of science, becomes 
the fact of today. The extraneous layers of uncertainty, doubt, 
and confusion are ripped away and the baslo truth, in its naked 
splendor, revealed. Law enforcement agencies throughout the 
United States mafce use of the FBI Laboratory . During the last 
six months 0 / 1948, for example, requests for examinations in- 
creased almost twenty-five per cent over the comparable period 
of 1947 . 

Typical of the type of service rendered by the FBI 
Laboratory la a recent murder case. The body of an otl company 
owner, mis stay for a week, was found in a wooden box floating 



in a creek, Tha company *e cole employee , who hod conducted the 
fi rr,* # s business in Us warehouse durtng this pertod , claimed 
not to have r.oilo'-d three apparent bullet holes in the building** 
gclvanzled elding. 5*be employee was arrested by local police 
upon disooveru of a several hundred dollar shortage in the 
company *s accounts. 

Testimony of FBI laboratory tec h Icians, at the subject's 
trial, assisted in fixing the scene of the murder in the warehouse. 
One FBI examiner testified that stenoil marks, appearing on the 
box containing the body and on other boards found in the warehouse, 
wore made by the same stencil . Another FBI technician testified 
that, though the surface of the warehouse floor had been cleaned 
with kerosene, quantities of blood found in the craoh3 of the 
floor and In the soil beneath was of the same group as the 
victim's blood. The employee, found guilty of first degree 
murder, was sentenced to death. 

In another case, examination of the handwriting appearing 
on a fraudulent chook submitted by a police department revealed 
similarities to the signature on a /ingerprint card maintained in 
FBI files . The man, who bad been jfinperprinted, possessed an alias 
similar to the name signed on the bogus check ♦ The FBI forwarded 
his photograph to local authorities. Detectives, proceeding to 
the hotel where the checks were passed, recognized a man on the 


street os the perr y pictured* This individual , taken Into 
custody* admitted icsiny more than $35*000 worth of bod checks 
throughout the HU l-j tfost. 

Mother val ’bio tool to the FBI storehouse Is the FBI 
Identification Div lion whlchhas rendered yeoman service to 
law enforcement cl jo its establishment on July 1, 1924» 
Fingerprints today 2 TS the scourge of the criminal ? He dread a 
to be fingerprinted, 3s may conceal Ms identity upon arrest 
by using an altos or etvinp false information about hla background* 
However, his fingerprints will* with uncanny preoiston* reveal 
Ms truo identity. He may attempt to change his prints, by 
an operation or by other devices, but FBI technicians, with 
their wide experience and special txed talents, will quickly 
determine Ms identity • 

The Identification Division* with over 18,000,000 sets 
of ortffitnal /tnosrprtnts on file, out of its grand total of mors 
than 111,000,000 fingerprint cards, possesses a pa3t reservoir 
of In/ormatlon about the present and potential criminal army 
in America. These prints are daily performing innumerable services 
for the peace o//icer. They identi/y fugitives, furnish informa- 
tion about a prisoner's previous criminal history and solve 
investigations , A single fingerprint left on a piece of evidence 
by the criminal may prove the due to effect the apprehension of 
the culprit. The /tngerprlntlng of an individual arrested on 
o minor chares in one seotion of the country may reveal him to 




be a criminal badly wanted for a crime committed hundreds of mt lee 
away. 

£arly one evening, shortly before Pearl Harbor, two men 
walked into the bar of a restaurant in a Middle* Western state 
and ordered drink3. A few moment o later Un owner of the shop 
walked up to the bar and started talking to a friend . One of the 
unknown won nudyed the other. Both drew pistols and began shoot* 
tng at the proprietor . A relative of the bu3t»scs/nan rushed in 
from an adjoining room and ran toward the punmen. He too was 
killed- , Before leaving , one of the gunmen said, "1*11 make sure 
he f s done." He fired two more shots into the owner's body , 

The tu?o man then left the barroom and disappeared up the street, 

'*ht a double murder was witnessed by a number of people 
who g a ve desotptiona of the two criminals. The bartender carefully 
preserved the glas3eo from which the men had been drinking whisky . 
At the ¥21 Laboratory , latent fingerprints on the glasses were 
found and developed « 

For the next few years many suspects were eliminated because 
thetr /tnyerprtnts were not identical with those on the two glasses* 
Finally, after almost three years of investigation, two more 
individual* were developed as suspects. Their fingerprints , which 
were on file tn the Identification Division , were compared with 
the latents left on the whisky glasses by the murderers. The 
FBI, as a result of this exami nation, wired the local police 
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department that an imtaentl/isd latent /ingerprint on one whisky . 
Class had been identified with the left Index finger impre30ton 
of one of the suspect/?, Thin latent fingerprint led to the 
solution of the case. 9/ »,{t. & .) ) 

Fingerprints are today also operating on an International 
cczle in the service of lav enforcemjni. The FBI in 1348 main*- 
Joined an International fingerprint exchange service with seventy- 
three foreign countries and five United States territories and 
possessions. A total of 17, IDO fingerprint records were exchanged. 
The FQ I succeeded in identifying, with povicus records, 31 per 
cent of the fingerprint card s received from outside the country, 
eleven per cent of those transmitted from this country wore 
identified by the recipients with records previously on file. 

The FBI storehouse contains other tools which are con- 
tinuously rendering services to law enforcement. The FBI Uniform 
Crime Reports bulletin 5 , issued annually and semiannually, /urntshes 
Auer tea's peace off leers and the publto In general accurate and 
complete information about trends in the field of crime. The FBI 
in ID 30, upon the request of the International Association of 
Chiefs of bollce and pursuant to an Act of Congress, undertook 
to collect- from law enforcement agencies figures relative to 
violations of the law. These tabulations offer, for. example, 
statistics regarding seasonal variations In c rime, recidivism, oge 
and racial groups involved, the extent and /luctuations of various 




types 0 / crime, and general ova roll trawls. The Uniform Crime 
Reports bulletin serves as on. ctecuroto yardstick to yuide law 
enforcement off totals in their work • In 1043, a total of 5,333 
lav enforcement agencies cooperated to this program. 

The FBI national Academy, founded in 1025, is designed to 
promote adequate training and professional standards among law 
enforcement agencies . S*?ie Academy, which recently graduated its 
fortieth class, provides instruction to s elected groups of 
police officers in a variety of fields. Including laboratory 
work, firearms on d traffic problems. These men in tarn, upon 
returning to th'eir raspootivs departments, conduct schools for 
their /allow officers, It is estimated that the training yivsn 
the Academy graduates has been made available to more than 100,000 
police officers . In addition, the FBI conducts field police 
training schools throughout the United States . In the 1948 
fiscal year the FBI participated in 1,237 local police training 
schools with an estimated attendance of C 1,850 officers . This 
training program, which is operated on a year round basis, is 
indeed a tool from the FBI storehouse worthy of the best i deals 
tn low enforcement . 

Society demands rajah of the peace officer , Hot only must 
he be able to handle o great number of tasks, but he must do them 
quickly, efficiently and competently . The exigencies of the time 
will not permit haphazard, slipshod and pieoemeal work.

It is evident that the countries belonging to the 
I.C.P.C. are resorting more and- more to the practice of 
making provisional arrests of Individuals in order that 
they tfiay be detained for extradition. One can not help 
but’ be gratified upon observing the increase of this prac- 
tice which is especially helpful in the suppression of ru'j • 
me and public offenses and it is certain that the raembe.- 
nations are doing their utmost to satisfy the requests Jr t 
extradition v/hich are addressed to them. 

It is important, however, to remember that each oenu 
try mast take into consideration its own legislation with 
reference to extradition procedure, consequently the States 
whore the request originates, in order to simplify the 
task of the services of the country to which it is addres-

A review of information on file at the Bureau regarding the 
International Criminal Polico Commission ahow3 that there is a paucity 
of data rn sardine th© facilities and actual organisation of this Commission. 


Without Giving an indication of your reasons for desiring thiB 
information, it is roquostod that you ascertain exactly -what facilities are 
available to the ICPC with the objective in mind of a possible inorease in 
the utilisation of the facilities of the Commission by both the Bureau and the 
local police agencies in the United States which might have reason to dosire 
assistance in the countries who maintain membership in the ICPC. These data 
should include a complete description of the ICPC facilities such as amount 
of office space, organisation, number of employees, special files and records. 
These latter should include such facilities as are available to t he ICPC 
regarding counterfeiting and forgeries, fingerprint records, etc. It is also 
requested that you furnish a list of the nations which are presently members 
of the ICPC and from whom information can be obtained through ICPC facilities. 

You should also discreetly ascertain the present status of efforts to have the 
Soviet Union join the organization. It will be noted, according to a newspaper 
account recently published in the United States, that the Soviet Union was invited 
to join the ICPC but has replied only that it would "study the question . n ' 


It is further requested that you make arrangements so that you oan 
keep the Bureau advised of any changes in the membership or facilities of the 
ICPC in order that the Bureau records regarding the organization can at all times 
bo up-to-date.

Commission of Faris, Franco, with wldch ho enclosed a lettor from the 
Diroctor of t!ie Economic. and Social Council of tJie lilted Rations, wldch 
second letter deslrod-iTiifornation from law enforcement agencies regarding 
the subject of prostitution* 


Tho questionnaire asks for information regarding such matters as 
social measures tending to prevont prostitution, social measures for the 
treatment of prostitutes, a method by which these two mattera are handled 
and tho use of women police in the fight against prostitution. 


It appoars to me that this is a matter concerning which the Bureau 
is not in a position to furnish detailed information. Accordingly, I have 
prepared for your approval a letter to V.r, Dueloux in which 1 havo advised 
him tiuit tho Bureau's interest in the subject of prostitution lies in those 
casos over which wo have jurisdiction, and that these cases conrtitute 
only a minute part of tho prostitution problem.

In its seventh session, the Economic and Social Council 
adopted a resolution (No. 155(VII)E) through which it invited the 
Secretary Genoral of the United Nations Organization to prepare a 
draft Convention for the suppression of tho traffic in women and 
children, whose object would bej 

To unite the Conventions of 1904, 1910, 1921 and 1933 
relative to the suppression of the traffic in women 
and children, and 

To resume the main point of the draft Convention of 
1937 aiming to suppress the exploitation of the prosti- 
tution of others, and to introduce in the latter plan, 
all desirable improvements. 

The Secretary General of the United Nations Organization has 
already prepared a plan for the revision of the draft Convention of 
1937 , embodying some amendments and certain new dispositions which 
have reference, especially .to the creation of social services for a 
battle against prostitution, and for the rehabilitation of prostitutes 
(see document E/574, copy of which you will find attached herewith). 

The document in question furnishes detailed information on the history 
and scope of the plan for reconsideration. 

Resolution No. 155 (VI I) E also invites the Secretary General 
to introduce into the new unified plan, all changes introduced in the 
draft Convention of 1937. However, these changes will be reshaped, 
taking into consideration the observations presented by the Governments 
and the non-governmental organizations. 

Furthermore, the Secretary General has received from certain 
organizations, suggestions relative to now dispositions to be written 
into tho new unified draft Conventioni for example, a disposition 
providing for the creation of feminine polico brigades, which would be 
organized within tho framework of the polico forces and in charge of 
special problems which the fight against prostitution will pose* 


So as to facilitate discussions on the disposition relative 
to tho creation of social services appoaring in tho unified draft 
Convention and proposals formulated in a complementary note, the 
Secretariat will bo eyeful to your organization for the assistance 
it can give it by answering the attached questionnaire, thus permit- 
ting it to obtain the moBt recent information on tho efficient use of 
social oorviccs a:id feminine police in tho campaign against prostitution.
